Diplomatic Relations Between France and Ger- 


many Strained to the Breaking Point 


Over Morroccan Situation 


PARIS, June 25—The French public 


is in the throes of war fever. Whether 
it will iesult,,in anything serious de- 
pends on Germany's response to the 
French note on Morocco, but without 
considering the exact status of the 
diplomatic negotiations, a. considerable 
element of the public and press have 
seriously discussed the probability of 
a resort to arms. 


The army circles are particularly ac- 


tive. 
At the army clubs the officers 


are mainly engaged in making com- 
parisons of the forces of France and 
Germany. It Is pointed out in diplo- 
matic quarters that the worst aspect 
of the Moroccan question does not 
present a cause for war. 


The controversy serves to call the 


attention to the complete state 
of 


readiness of the French military sys- 


tem to meet any emergency. At pres- 
ent the peace footing of the army is 
530,000. 
This force Is organized on 


an elastic basis whereby the doubling 
and trebling of the strength of each 
company doubles and trebles the ag- 
gregate strength of the army. 


The first ,and second reserves are 


made up of trained men who here 
heretofore 
completed their military 


service. 


Military experts say that the call- 


ing out of the first reserves would 
piobably furnish an immense force of 
approximately a million trained men 
and that the second reserves and the 
territorial military would permit of 
much further expansion. 


The diplomatic situation remains 


unchanged, as Germany has not yet 
presented her answer to the French 
note.

The Condon girl 
lived with her parents about two miles 
from the town.

My husband was arrested but in some 
manner the girl's parents were won 
over and the crime was fastened upon 
Sparks, who was sentenced to serve 
twenty years in San Quentin."

The girl advised him that she was 


intending to leave Reno for her homp 
in California, and would take the mid- 
night train 
This, it seemsV worried 


and annoyed Murphy to such an ex- 
tent that he became despondent over 
the disappointment at her departure. 
She left the city on the late train. 


Yesterday morning Murphy ate Tils 


breakfast at the-7 usual 
place 
down 


town, entering into conversation with 
usual interest and apparent good feel- 
ing 
As he arose from the table, he 


was asked -what he did with the gun 
he had borrowed the day before from 
one of the fire boys \to use out In the 
country, when on his drive, and he 
•simply replied: 


"It's up under the pillow, it wouldn't 


work." 


Leaving his companions Murphy pro- 


ceeded to the) fire house, went up 
stairs, secured the 38-calibre gun and 
repairing to a rear room deliberately 
placed the gun over'' his heart and 
pulJed

trigger 
Then 
walking 


about twenty-five feet to the sliding 
pole he threw the gun on the bed and 
calling one of the boys, fell to the 
floor.

All the man would say was: "I 


made a bad job of it." 


Murphy is 21 years of age and has 


always been considered a valuable man 
to the department.
